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WHAT WILL LABOR’S SHARE BE?

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During the present generation there has been a lot of 
valuable time wasted on moralizing in regard to what is 
labor's rightful share of the fruits of toil. Such discussions 


may provide good material for mental gymnastics, but when |

it comes to determining how much or how little labor is to} 
get for working, or how much the workers in turn are to pay | 


for the products which they or other workers have fashioned, 


the right or wrong of the entire matter usually gets about as | 
much consideration as a hurricane gives to the objects that | 


lie in its path. 


A close study of the labor movement and its achieve- 
ments reveal that with very few exceptions labor has gained 
what it has had the strength, power and intelligence to 
demand and get. Of what has thus been gained labor has 
been able to keep only so much as it had the strength to hold 
after having won a victory. 

As a producer, labor is all powerful. When completely 
organized and disciplined labor has it in its power to fix the 
conditions under which the wealth of the world ‘is to be 
produced. In exercising this power, however, labor cannot go_ 
beyond what is possible and workable in actual practice. | 
Labor can never exact more pay than the products they pro- | 
duce and distribute are actually sold for. Hence the only 
question at issue in all labor disputes is that of the age-long 
struggle over the portion which the worker is to get of the 
fruit of his toil and what portion others are to get, who are in | 
a position to appropriate unto themselves the remaining 
portion of the fruits of that labor. 


It is inevitable that the more the others get, the less will | 
labor get. Every time that labor succeeds in becoming so 
compactly organized or so favorably situated that more can 
be demanded and secured the others must content themselves | 
with less unless other factors more than make up for it. 
Practically every labor dispute rests fundamentally on this 
issue. 


No matter how flourishing any industry may be all past 
experience has shown that it is only with great reluctance 
that the average employer is willing to let his employes get 
a larger percentage of the returns. When much unemploy- 
ment makes labor plentiful the chiseler, who lets no oppor- 
tunity go by to take advantage of increasing his share, at 
the expense of his employes, hires new workers for less and 
lets the old employes go unless they are willing to submit to 
wage reductions, or are so well organized that they can bring | 
about a stoppage of the industry by a strike, and thus by 
sheer force of organization prevent further wage cuts. 

On the other hand, a time should ever come again, 
when there would be a scarcity of labor it would then be 
much easier for labor to get more, for the reason that those 
employers, who are paying the lowest wages would lose all 
the best and most capable help to those employers who would 
be willing to pay more. 

But there seems to be little or no prospect of labor 
scarcity, at least in the immediate future. Hence the situation 
that confronts labor today is that its one and only hope: to 
get more is to organize more compactly than ever, and to 
proceed to use both their economic and their political power 
to attain these ends. 


Unless labor does so organize and stand together in every 
sensible move that may be made for the benefit of labor the 
gains thus far made by organized labor in the past will be 
taken from the workers one by one until eventually all will 
be lost, except the barest subsistence in return for working | 
and that is exactly what the chattel slaves of old got for 
being subservient slaves. 


Labor should have and is entitled to a far larger portion | 
of the good things of life, than it is getting under the present 
set-up. But labor will never get more than it is now getting 
unless the men and women, who work for a livelihood, | 
proceed to organize and stand together more unitedly and 
more intelligently than they thus far have done; The amount 
that will be accomplished in the future for labor getting 
more will be in direct proportion to the extent to which | 
workers proceed to enlarge their organizations and also to 
the intelligence they may display in using both their political | 
and economic powers after they are better organized.
